Sullivan, Ind. — WV- Twenty men 


were killed today by explosion and 
fire in the Glendore Coal com- 
pany's Baker mine, northeast of 
here, Jack Ogilvie, safety engineer 
of the Indiana, Coal Operators' as- 
sociation, said this afternoon. 


Three bodies have been recover- 


ev 
and 
17 additional bodies are 


piled in a corner of the mine shaft, 
according to Ogilvie. 


He said the 17 bodies could not 


be brought out until carbon mon- 
oxide gas cleared from the shaft 


Harry Keenan, mine superinten- 


dent, said 203 men were in the 
mine when the explosion occurred 
and that all except 20 came out 
alive. Three of those carried out 
alive were critically injured, Keen- 
an said, 
and six suffered slight 


burns. 


30 in Blast Zone 


-• Keenan explained that of the 203 
>men in the mine at the time of the 
explosion, only 25 or 30 were in 
the area of the blast. Ogilvie said 
it was a gas explosion but that the 
actual cause had not been deter- 
mined. 


The mine runs two and one-half 


miles underground 
toward Sulli- 


van. The explosion was about one 
and three-fourths miles away from 
the tipple, Keenen said. 
t 


"The explosion picked me and 


my buddies up and rolled us like 
footballs," said J. Cox, who suffer- 
ed head and body injuries. 


"Some 
of 
my 
buddies 
were 


thrown against the wall and they 
had no chance at all." 


Ogilvie and Keenan said that 


most of those killed were crushed 
to death by being hurled against 
the walls.

Armies of China and Japan were 


poised today for action 
in North 


China if the crisis there developed 
into widespread conflict. 


There had been no serious fight 


ing in the area surrounding Peiping 
for 48 hours, but: 


The Chinese government's foreign 


spokesman in Nanking said the gov- 
ernment had ordered reinforce- 
ments to North China to support the 
29th army, which has been fighting 
Japanese troops for the last week. 


The spokesman said six divisions 


(about 80,000 men) were standing 
by "somewhere in North China." 


The Japanese war office announc- 


ed in Tokio that troops will be dis- 
patched from Japan proper to North 
China to aid Japanese troops regu- 
larly garrisoned there and units or 
the Japanese army in Manchuria 
rushed to the battle area last week. 


Peiping dispatches reported 
an 


agreement at Tientsin between lo- 
cal Chinese and Japanese authori- 
ties to settle the crisis to the satis- 
faction of Japan. 


Would Eliminate Sung 


It was believed at Peiping that the 


elimination from the government of 
General Sung Chen-Yuan, comman- 
der of the 29th route army and 
head of the Hopeh-Chahar political 
council was the main feature of the 
agreement.

Democratic senators discussed the 
administration court bill with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt at the White House 
today and immediately afterward 
foes of the measure hinted at a ma- 
jor break in the court fight. 


The four senators—Gillette, Iowa; 


Andrews, Florida; Johnson, Color- 
ado; and Brown, Michigan—refused 
to say anything more than that 
they had discussed the court bill 
with the president 


Reports quickly spread among 


their colleagues, however, that they 
had urged the chief executive,to 
withdraw the bill and at least three 
of them told him flatly they were 
against it. 


Brown had come out only last 


week for the compromise bill now 
pending in the senate. Gillette was 
publicly against the bill The other 
two have been publicly noncommit- 
tal. 


At the same time, the opposition 


lined up another publicly commit- 
ted senator in Maloney, Connecti- 
cut, who said he expected to speak 
against the measure if debate was 
resumed. 


Present Lineup 


He made the public commitments 


against the bill 41, with 40 publicly 
for it counting Brown, who was re- 
ported to have switched.

"The winds of Luxor fiercely blow

Croesus that no man is to be considered 
happy merely because Heaven appears to 
bestow prosperity upon him but that judg- 
ment must be withheld so long as that 
man lives, and runs the risks of life. 


Now that Senator Robinson has joined 


the great majority,—and henceforth he 
will always be part of the majority,—it 
will be seen that Fortune is selecting the 
hour for Death, the black camel that some 
day kneels at every man's gate, to call 
upon him, showered down her 
rarest 


blessing. 


Death, indeed, was a kindly and pro- 


tecting visitor to the Arkansas senator. 
It brought him respite from the demands 
of the President and the difficulty of par- 
alleling his duty as party leader with his 
convictions as a patriot 


Justice Holmes, after resigning from 


the bench, glowed, he said, as he partici- 
pated in the little quieting "canter after 
the race was over." There was no time 
in Senator Robinson's life for the canter 
else his reputation as great public ser- 
vant might have been eternally smeared 
in voting upon the court issue. 


Had death been as kind to Benedict 


Arnold as he made his way toward Stony 
Point to sell the colonies out his name 
would have occupied an enviable niche in 
American history. 
But death' spurned 


him, and let him live, and he lived only 
to pray for death. 


Senator Pat McCarran said he was 


willing to die to save this country from 
the odious court packing scheme. 
Sen- 


ator Robinson has already died, probably 
a direct result of the unnatural and con- 
flicting emotions this creation of the All- 
Highest caused in him. 


If Heaven will grant to the American 


nation the protection accorded it during 
the black and tempestuous nights that 
have sometimes hovered over it and sees 
fit to send the black camel visiting at 
other gates, yet may we say in printing 
Lincoln's 
oft-repeated 
quotation, "The 


judgments of the Lord are righteous al- 
together." 


to the death to which he had sent so 
many*of hit fellow-citizens. 


Robespierre's execution ended the reign 


of terror. The policy of terrorism, how- 
ever effective in crushing the anemic* of 
the republic, had long since been per- 
verted to party and personal ends. The 
inevitable reaction against tyranny fol- 
lowed. Bourgeoisie gained control of the 
national convention which resumed its 
task of preparing a constitution for re- 
publican France. 


So much is history. 
The year is 1937. A reign of terror 


grips Rus-sia. Other victims arc hurried to 
the firing squads. 


The peasants, the kulaks, have been 


.suspect from the beginning of Russia's 
"revolution." 
The workeia in shops, the 


little tradesmen, the clergy, have been 
whipped into line. Now it is the turn of 
the military. 


It may be that we are witnessing the 


breakdown of another policy of force. Be- 
fore, strong men have been overcome by 
the weight of aroused opinion. It can hap- 
pen again. 


THE PENDULUM SWINGS FOREVER 


With the President still substantially 


in control of congress there is little likeli- 
hood of any amendment to the Wagner 
Act. 


But of course it will be amended in 


time. 


If the rulers of the nation had a little 


more practical knowledge of the worka- 
day world and were genuinely interested 
in promoting the welfare of labor within 
the confines of its legitimate bounds they 
would amend the Wagner Act because a 
wrong done at one extreme is bound to 
be righted in time by a wrong committed 
in another extreme. We may call that 
the law of the pendulum. It knows no 
exceptions. 


Senator Vandenberg of Michigan has 


already introduced proposed amendments 
to make the Wagner Act, as he says, "a 
two-way street." 
4 


The Vandenberg proposals may be 


grouped under three general purposes: 
' 
(1) To permit employers as well as 


workers to demand elections by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board to deter- 
mine what union represents a majority of 
workers. 


(2) To establish higher contractual re- 


sponsibility in union management rela- 
tions so as to prevent the spectacle the 
country has seen of CIO violating its con- 
tract with General Motors in the neigh- 
borhood of 200 times in six months. 


(3) To write a "fair practice code" to 


govern the actions of labor as well as the 
existing code that governs the actions of 
employers. 


It would be a misfortune, we believe, 


if these three purposes, however fair they 
may appear in print, should be put into 
action at one time. 


It would be an equal misfortune if 


the first numbered paragraph is not put 
into operation as soon as possible. 


The most practical plan probably would 


be to amend the act so that employers, 
and the National Labor Relations Board 
as well, with or without the consent of 
workers, may demand secret elections at 
stated intervals to ascertain the wishes of 
the employes in respect to representation.

•with a third 
diamond. Declarer 


cashed the ten and nine, both de- 
fenders discarding clubs, and then 
laid down the ace and king of clubs. 


• When West discarded a club on 
the fourth round of diamonds and a 
spade on the second round of clubs, 
declarer not only could count West's 
original distribution as four spades, 
three diamonds, two clubs, and 
therefore four hearts, but also could 
be virtually certain that West was 
guarding the heart jack. It was not 
West's choice" of discards alone that 
marked this card—it also was his 
persistent refusal to lead a heart. 


Upon winning the second dia- 


mond trick West, if he had not held 
the heart jack, would have had 
nothing to lose by returning a heart 
Into the entryless dummy. It is in 
respect to this that an important 
generality must be raised, namely, 
that a defender who holds a key 
card must strive to make the same 
plays that he would make if he did 
not hold that card. 
, • Against West's actual defense, de- 
clarer had an easy problem. After 
cashing the diamonds and- ace and 
king of clubs, he led a low heart and 
finessed. Then, instead of cashing 
the ace of hearts, he returned *- the 
ace of spades and threw West on 
lead with the spade king, thus forc- 
ing another heart lead which was 
finessed for the tenth trick. Since 
the hand occurred in a match point 
duplicate game this extra trick was 
highly valuable.

Robber ants daring: raid. 


As a rule, ants are good, hard- 


working citizens, taking care of 
their own business. They work to- 
gether bringing in food for the sup- 
ply of their colony. They give ten- 
der care to their young, and the 
adults in a colony seem to have a 
spirit of kindness and friendship for 
one another. 


That may be taken as the general 


fact There are, however, some kinds 
of ants which are robbers, kidnapers 
and slave-makers. 


Let us take, for example, the red 


amazon ants. They have the name 
of a river in Brazil."but they arc na- 
tives of Europe, North America and 
Japan, The name seems to have 
been given them because they arc 
like "a race of warrior women" call- 
ed the Amazons in old Greek sto- 
ries. 


The amazcn ants make raids on 


nests of other ants. Certain black 
ants often are their victims. Here is 
an account of one of the raids: 


At 4 o'clock in the afternoon, an 


army of red amazons left its home 
colony. It contained several hun- 
dred soldiers. Each was armed with 
sharp-edged, pinching jaws, which 
closed with a sidewise motion and 
which could be compared to a pair 
of ice tongs. The body of each ant 
was about half an inch long. 


It was a summer afternoon, and 


the army crawled across a corner of 
a cornfield. About 20 minutes later, 
the amazons reached a colony or 
black ants. 


Down into the nest of the black 


ants rushed .the amazons. Some of 
the blacks must have fought against 
the amazons, but suffered defeat. 


In a few minutes, red ants began 


to come out o£ the nest, each carry- 
ing a cocoon! The object of the raid 
had been to steal the cocoons of the 
blacks! 


Homeward marched the amazons, 


and when they reached their nests, 
they left the cocoons there. 


That is only one of hundreds of 


raids which have been watched 
with care. Photographs have been 
made of the fighting, and of red ants 
marching away with the cocoons. 


The ice-tong jaws of amazon ants 


explain why they make raids. Their 
laws arc not fitted for obtaining 
food in the ordinary way of ants. 
The cocoons they capture hatch into 
black slave ants. 
The slave ants 


lather food and feed their masters!

Bureau 
Finds 
Motorist 


Pays $2.50 to Slate for 


Every 1,000 Miles 


The average motorist taking a 


vacation trip of 1,000 miles this 
summer will pay about $2.90 in 
state gasoline .taxes, according to 
statistics reported by the bureau of 
public roads of the United States 
Department of Agriculture to R. C. 
Swanson, Outagamie county agri- 
cultural agent. 


In return, he has the choice of 


about 1,000,000 miles of surfaced 
road, over any part of which he 
may take his trip. His inclinations 
may take him to the mountains, the 
seashore, on a transcontinental trip, 
or back to the old homestead. 
Wherever the choice, it is likely 
that a surfaced road has been built 
to it and is waiting for his use. 
9 On his trip he will pass numerous 
road construction jobs and many 
maintenance crews at work. Much 
of the construction costs and a ma- 
jor part of the maintenance costs 
are paid with the motorist's contri- 
bution of one-fourth of a cent per 
mile of travel. This figure is based 
on the average gasoline tax rate 
of 3 85 cents per gallon and the as- 
sumption of li miles of travel to 
the gallon of gasoline. It does not 
include the federal tax of 1 cent 
per gallon.

existence; were there enough of 
them to make a 1,000-mile trip; and 
were the old rates for coaches ap- 
plied to automobiles, the motorist 
would be charged $25 for his trip.

ropean railroads you are left 
to 


watch out for yourself and your 
own baggage without much help 
from the railroad company, Wal- 
ter P. Hagman, district governor of 
the Hotary, and recently returned 
from the Rotary International con- 
vention at Nice. France, told Ro- 
tarians at the Hotel Kaukauna yes- 
terday. 


Hagman discussed sidelights on 


his European trip, and told about 
the trains, the hotels, the taxes and 
even the postage rates in various 
countries he visited. 


"No stations are called in the 


trains," Mr. Hagman said and pas- 
sengers must look for themselves. 
Neither will anyone take care of 
baggage, and if one doesn't see that 
it Is taken from the baggage car, it 
will just ride on. "For that reason 
most European travelers use large 
suitcases, sometimes four or five. 
instead of trunks." 


No conductor is in evidence on 


the train, the speaker explained, 
and starting signals are given by 
the station master. Tickets are nev- 
er taken on the train, but as one 
pass the gates to it. 


There is no drinking water on 


trains, but when they stop at sta- 
tions, venders go by the coach win- 
dows selling water, liquors and con- 
fections. 


"Sleeper rates in Europe are pro- 


hibitive." Hagman said, "but the 
dining cars are much like ours, ex- 
cept that the waiters handle the 
food very carelessly.
